The favorable posi- 
tion of New York teachers is indicat- 
ed by the following facts: 


1. The pupil-teacher ratio in New 


York was, in 1930. 24.9 and in Mass- 
achusetts 25.8. The average Massa- 
chusetts 
teacher taught one more 


pupil but received $618 leee for do- 
ing it. 


J. In Connecticut the •pupil-teach- 


er ratio was 28. That means the av- 
erage teacher in Connecticut taught 
three more pupils than did her New 
York sister but received $681 less 
for carrying the larger teaching loud. 


3. The per pupil-teacher ratio in 


Pennsylvania 
was 
28.8—meaning 


that the average Pennsylvania teach- 
er taught four more pupils lor which 
she received $873 less than the av- 
erage New York teacher. 


4. In California the teaching load 


was substantially that of New York 
but California teachers received, in 
1930. $370 less on the average- than 
did New York .teachers." 


"There are a few things which we 


friends 
of 
public education must 


keep in mind. They are—that it is 
Ju*t as important to provide a child 
with wholesome- food and adequate 
clothing as it is to cram his head 
with knowledge: that it ie equally 
deairable his health be protected as 
that he 'be taught algebra, -geometry, 
French or German. And that .while 
we could afford, three years ago. to- 
spend less than 3 -per cent of the na- 
tional income for public education, 
the ecomonic condition of the coun- 


try is suoh today that we cannot af- 
ford to spend 7 % per cent of our 
earnings on just this one function of 
government. The tatnre welfare of 
our public school •yateot -depends in 
no small meaanre on its ability to 
meet an economic crisis such as we 
are passing through today. . It will 
profit the child little if be i* pro- 
vided 
with a maximum of book- 


learning and then when he leaves 
school, finds no 
Job awaiting him. 


We mutt be practical—we most have 
a balanced - governmental program. 
The notion that the cost of educa- 
tion in New York cannot be intelli- 
gently 
and appreciably curtailed 


without robbing our children, is jut 
a plain, ordinary fallacy. The soon- 
er the public realise* that fact, the 
better U will be for'toth our educa- 
tional system and onr economic con- 
dition."
